Contrasting bright yellow-brown shoul- 
ders are pleasingly attractive and 
unique. The flowers are of medium size 
with firm substance. The stalk is well 
branched and sturdy. The plant is hardy 
and vigorous.

The flowers are 
well spaced on well branched, sturdy 
stalks, and the plants are large and 
vigorous growers. The flowers have 
pollen and set seed readily.
